This  affair  is  of  peculiar  inter- 
est to  all  Greek  Letter  men,  as  the  tone  of  the  article  would 
lead  the  general  class  of  readers  of  the  sensational  papers 
to  blame  the  D.  K.  E.  fraternity,  which  society  he  had  been 
invited  to  join. 
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College  students  do  many  foolish  things  in  initiating 
men  into  College  and  into  Secret  Societies.  Rarely  is  any- 
thing done  but  what  is  harmless.  To  think  that  students 
would  be  so  thoughtless  as  to  tie  a  fellow-student  to  a  main 
line  railroad  track  is  ridiculous 

We  read  with  pleasur:  the  stand  taken  by  Pierson's 
father  and  the  statement  of  Dr.  Pierce  of  Kenyon;  as  fol- 
lows: 

*I  believe."  said  Pierson  "that  this  coroner  seized  the 
opportunity  to  make  use  of  the  death  in  order  to  take  a 
trip  to  Cincinnati.  His  pretence  was  that  he  wanted  to 
examine  the  body  that  had  been  shipped  there,  and  after 
going  back  in  his  little  country  towu  he  started  to  create  a 
sensation  to  explain  away  his  trip  " 

In  his  statement  Dr.  Pierce  says  the  coroner's  finding  is 
entirely  mistaken.  He  describes  the  incidents  of  the  initia- 
tion, saying  young  Pierson  was  sent  to  the  end  of  the  rail- 
way bridge  alone,  and  that  he  met  no  one  there.  Dr.  Pierce 
says  the  body  bore  no  marks  to  indicate  that  the  boy  had 
been  tied.     In  conclusion  the  statement  says: 

Pirst,  it  is  not  the  custom  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon 
Fraternity,  nor  of  any  other  fraternity  in  Kenyon  College, 
to  tie  its  initiates  to  the  railroad  track,  nor  has  there  been 
an  instance  of  the  kind  known.  Barber,  the  Kenyon  fresh- 
man, who  is  quoted  as  having  testified  to  such  treatment, 
never  made  such  a  statement. 

"Second,  the  members  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fra- 
ternity did  not  make  inquiry  from  the  station  agent  about 
the  train  schedule  for  that  night 

"Third,  the  bridge  was  not  cleaned  by  the  order  of  any 
group  of  students. 

Fourth,  I  am  not.  as  alleged,  a  member  of  the  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity,  or  of  any  other. 

"Fifth,  there  has  been  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
College  authorities  to  stifle  investigation."

The  October  number  of  '  Delta"  expresses  in  its  first  contri- 
bution an  ideal  that  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  truest 
success  in  life.  Two  kindred  spirits  in  boyhood  days  had 
been  chums  then  drifted  apart.  Years  after,  they  became 
reunited  through  the  Sigma  Nu  fraternity  catalogue.  The 
letter  from  one  to  the  other  of  the  long  separated  friends 
contains  these  lines  : 

**The  Chapter  to  which  I  belonged  long  used,  and  I  am 
told  still  uses,  a  local  membership  pledge  based  on  the  one 
mentioned.  Certainly,  to  choose  students  who  will  favor 
such  ideals,  and  then  by  specific  effort  direct  attention  to 
and  urge  support  of  such  ideals  is  worthy  of  any  Fraternity 
Chapter,  while  failure  to  do  this  will  cause  the  Chapter  to 
be  an  injury  not  a  help  to  its  members.  Its  memories  will 
be  unsavory,  and  the  chances  are  that,  unless  reform  occurs, 
it  will,  in  a  few  years,  become  only  a  memory,  for  in  the  long 
run  only  high  deals  will  give  permanence  to  any  institution. 
The  survival  of  the  fittest  may  sometimes  seem  a  little  slow, 
but  it  is  certain.  A  freshly  fallen  tree  may  stem  the  river's 
current  for  a  brief  while,  may  even  flatter  itself,  as  drift  col- 
lects, that  it  will  dam  the  river  and  stop  its  flow.    But,  dai- 
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ly,  the  tree  decays  and  loses  strength,  while  the  river  piles 
up  its  increasing  waters  First  it  overflows,  then  under- 
mines, then  flows  through  the  wreckage,  and  finally  sweeps 
the  rotting,  weakening,  yielding  obstruction  from  its  place, 
carries  it  away  completely,  and  scatters  its  remains  far 
asunder  on  the  sea,  where  water-l6gged,  they  sink  to  obliv- 
ion. Inferiority  can  not  permanently  stem  the  current  of 
the  progress  of  superiority.  To  live  the  unbounded  life,  to 
live  the  ever-increasing  infinite  life,  we  must  as  individuals 
and  as  organizations  be  in  harmony  with  the  infinite.  Pu- 
rity of  speech,  of  thought,  of  life,  is  a  basic  element  in  such 
harmony,  und  the  pledge  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 

"I.  G D N E promise,  by  the  help  of  God. 

to  treat  all  women  with  respect,  and  endeavor  to  protect 
them  from  wrong  and  degredation,  to  endeavor  to  put  down 
all  indecent  language  and  coarse  jests;  to  maintain  the  law 
of  purity  as  equally  binding  upon  men  and  women  ;  to  en- 
deavor to  spread  these  principles  among  my  companions 
and  to  try  and  help  my  younger  brothers ;  to  use  every  pos- 
sible means  to  fulfill  the  command.  "Keep  thyself  pure  '  " 

We  admire  Sigma  men  for  holding  before  her  members 
such  high  deals. 

In  an  editorial  on  "College  men  in  Cabinet."  the  editor 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  five  out  of  the  nine  of  the 
members  of  Roosevelt's  cabinet  are  University  trained  men. 

The  President's  Cabinet,  as  the  highest  Administrative 
body  in  the  world,  is  a  reflection  of  the  spirit  of  the  age, 
which  recognizes  young  men  and  higher  education.  It  brings 
forcibly  to  public  attention  the  value  of  the  College  and 
University  as  an  aid  to  better  equipment  for  broader  and 
more  useful  life.  In  view  of  this  fact  we  urg^e  anv  brothers 
w^ho  intend  to  take  only  a  partial  College  training  to  change 
their  plans,  get  in  step  with  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  com- 
plete your  training,  if  possible. 

Among  the  "Greek  news"  we  notice  the  statement  that 
we  have  entered  North  Carolina.  A  and  M.  and  University 
of  North  Carolina.  We  have  a  fine  Chapter  at  A.  and  M. 
Our  entrance  intp  the  University  is  an  error  th^<t  we  wish  tq 
correct.

But 
do  not  tell  us  football  news  that  will  be  stale  long  before 
we  can  print  it,  and  don't  write  *'frat"  and  "school"  w^ien 
you  mean  or  ought  to  mean  '  fraternity"  and  *  college."  A 
man  who  will  write  '  frat"  usually  wears '"pants"  and  refers 
to  his  male  companions  as  "us  sents."  If  you  will  be  cor- 
rect in  your  style  so  far  as  those  two  words  are  concerned, 
we  will  forgive  almost  anything." 
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
